Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Eighteen  Hundred  ($1,800.00)  Dollars  for  the  Goffstown 
Public  Library. 

Article  3-4.  Voted  to  combine  articles  3  and  4  to- 
gether and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Thous- 
and ($2,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  Maintenance  and  improve- 
ment in  our  Cemeteries  and  plans  and  prints. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  hold  this  article  over  for  the  1949 
Town  Meeting  regarding  removing  or  painting  the  iron 
fence  at  Westlawn  Cemetery.

Voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  at 
times  as  needed  such  sums  of  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  not  to  exceed  at  any  time  the  sum  of  thirty  thous- 
and ($30,000.00)  dollars. 


Article  8.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town 
through  the  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  by  gifts. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  accept  State  Aid  for  improve- 
ment of  class  five  roads  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Twelve  Hundred  Fifty  Six  and  72/100  ($1256.72) 
Dollars,  the  State  to  contribute  Five  thousand  Twenty- 
six  and  87/100  ($5026.87)  Dollars. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  calling  for 
an  appropriation  for  eradication  of  Poison  Ivy. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  regarding 
the  old  road  known  as  East  Goffstown  Road. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  for  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Region  Association. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  for  the  care  of  the 
commons,  and  the  further  sum  of  Thirteen  Hundred 
($1300.00)  Dollars,  the  playground  Trustee  being  instruct- 
ed to  spend  the  sum  of  Eleven  Hundred  ($1100.00)  Dol- 
lars, as  soon  as  weather  permits  for  the  construction  of  a 
hard  surface  tennis  court  and  to  recondition  the  court  now 
in  use,  and  to  spend  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  ($200.00) 
Dollars  for  the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  Baseball  Diamond 
and  other  parts  of  the  playground,  with  the  further  provi- 
sion that  any  funds  now  on  hand  or  coming  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Trustees  during  the  current  year  shall  be 
used  for  construction  of  a  swimming  pool  after  the  plans 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  raise  the  Town  Clerk's  base 
salary  ($200.00)  Two  Hundred  Dollars  and  the  Treasurer's 
salary  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars. 
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Article  15-16-17-18.  Voted  to  combine  these  articles 
regarding  Street  Lighting,  giving  the  Selectmen  charge  of 
installing  same. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  calling  for 
an  appropriation  for  Band  Concerts. 

Article  20.  Motion  made  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  complete  and  furnish  the  Town  Hall,  paper  ballots  were 
called  for  on  this  motion.  Vote  as  follows,  142  yes,  207  no. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  ($1000.00)  Dollars  to  pay  off  the  last  Bridge 
Note. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  assess 
One  Quarter  of  One  Per  Cent  (%  of  1%)  of  the  valuation 
of  the  Town,  to  be  u^ed  towards  payments  of  the  debts 
of  the  Town  Building. 

Article  23  and  27.  Voted  to  combine  articles  23  and 
27  and  raise  and  appropriate  Six  Thousand  ($6,000.00) 
Dollars  for  same,  (Sewers). 

Articles  24-25-26-33.  Voted  to  combine  articles  24- 
25-26-33  and  raise  and  appropriate  Four  Thousand  ($4,- 
000.00)  Dollars  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Select- 
men for  same.    (New  Streets) 

Article  28.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  Twenty 
Five  Hundred  ($2500.00)  Dollars  for  improvement  of 
Uncanoonuc  Mountain  Road,  WMUR  and'  WFEA  Sta- 
tions to  contribute  an  equal  amount. 

Article  29.  Voted  to  layout  and  accept  Lynchville 
Park  Road  from  Mast  Road  to  land  of  Paul  Harvey  about 
one  half  i}/2)  mile. 


Article  30.  Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  (3)  be 
appointed  to  consist  of  Wilfrid  E.  Perrault  for  the  Select- 
men and  Myron  Paige  and  Lorenzo  Pinard  to  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  providing  water  to  Grasmere  Village,  to 
adopt  a  plan  and  draft  an  appropriate  article  for  the  same, 
to  be  acted  upon  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  by  the 
Selectmen  at  the  request  of  the  Committee. 

Article  31.  Voted  to  place  this  article,  regarding  gift 
of  Willie  Richards,  Estate  for  a  Historical  Building,  on  the 
table  until  1949  Town  Meeting.    * 

Article  32.  Voted  to  accept  a  gift,  by  deed,  of  a  piece 
of  land  from  Grover  Peaslee,  for  a  right  of  way  leading 
off  South  Mast  Street. 

Article  34.  Voted  to  accept  this  article,  at  discretion 
of  the  Selectmen,  regarding  street  light. 

Article  35.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  Twenty  Two  Thousand,  Three  Hundred 
Sixty  Nine  and  22/100  ($122,369.22)  Dollars  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor,  construction  and  maintenance  of  high- 
ways and  bridges,  and  all  other  necessary  Town  Expenses 
for  the  ensuing  year  including  the  amount  for  Memorial 
Day. 

Article  36.  Voted  to  accept  the  printed  Town  Re- 
ports. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  Selectmen  for  their 
splendid  Services  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 


Goffstown,  N.  H.— June  12th,  1948 

.  Meeting  opened  at  2:15  P.M.  in  the  afternoon  by  Mod- 
erator Alfred  W.  Poore. 

Meeting  was  held  by  authority  of  the  Selectmen  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  a  regular  Town  Meeting. 

Warrant  was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  meeting  was 
opened  for  business. 

Report  of  the  Committee  was  given  by  Myron  Paige 
regarding  the  setting  up  of  a  Water  System  for  Grasmere 
Village. 

Report  and  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee 
was  given  by  Frank  W.  Bartlett. 

Article  1.  Moved  by  Elizabeth  Ackerman  that  this 
article  be  accepted  and  the  Town  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row by  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes,  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  72  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws,  the 
sum  of  Forty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  Water  Distribution  system  for 
supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the 
Town  known  as  Grasmere  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  auth- 
orized to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and 
the  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds  and  notes  in  accordance 
with  law. 

Vote  by  ballot  called  for. 
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Result  of  the  ballot  was  as  follows: 

Yes  votes — 102  No  votes — 51 

Article  2.  Moved  by  Barbara  Swett  that  the  Town 
appropriate  Forty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($45,000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  water  distribution  system 
for  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the 
Town  known  as  Grasmere,  to  be  constructed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  auth- 
orized to  enter  into  any  and  all  contracts  and  take  such 
action  as  is  necessary  for  the  acceptance  of  that  purpose. 

Voted  by  ballot.     Result  of  ballot  was  as  follows: 
Yes  votes— 95  No  votes — 53 

Article  3.  Voted  to  accept  favorably  this  article  giv- 
ing the  Selectmen  the  right  to  fix  the  boundaries  of  a 
District  to  be  known  as  Grasmere  Water  District  in  ac- 
cordance with  Chapter  70  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Laws,  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance,  operation,  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  "Water  distribution  system  when  estab- 
lished and  constructed  by  the  Town. 

Voted  to  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Committee  and 
to  Mr.  William  Tribble  for  their  work. 

Voted  to  adjourn  at  4:35  P.M.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
Goffstown  Village  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Polls  for  voting  to  open  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  close  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

First — To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and  Agents  for  the 
ensuing  year,  including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  three  years. 

Second — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  Goffstown  Public  Library. 

Third — To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  maintenance  and  improvement 
in  our  cemeteries. 

Fourth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  ($700.00)  Dollars  to 
paint  Westlawn  Cemetery  fence,  (a  gift  of  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300.00)  has  been  given  by  the  Unity  Club,  pro- 
viding the  Town  does  paint  said  fence). 
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Fifth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  ($400.00)  Dollars  for  the 
suppression  of  the  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Sixth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  at  times  as  needed  such  sums  of 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  not  to  exceed  at  any  time 
the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  ($50,000.00)  Dollars. 

Seventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  the  Tax  Collector's  Deed  or 
by  gift. 

Eighth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  and  main- 
tenance of  Barnard  Playground  and  care  of  commons. 

Ninth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  for 
the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Association. 

Tenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  towards  the  eradica- 
tion of  Poison  Ivy  on  public  grounds  and  road  sides. 

Eleventh — To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  assess  one  fourth  of  one  per  cent  (%  of  1%)  of  the 
valuation  of  the  Town,  to  retire  the  note  of  the  Town 
Hall  Building. 

Twelfth — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  the  Fire  Department  and  any  other  matter 
relative  thereto. 

.    Thirteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  Aid  for  improvement  of  Class  Five  Roads  and  to

raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  vof  Twelve  Hundred  Sixty 
($1,260.01)  and  01/100  Dollars,  the  State  to  contribute 
Five  Thousand  Forty  and  02/100  ($5,040.02)  Dollars. 

Fourteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue about  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  (250 — )  feet  of  old 
road  adjacent  to  the  Main  Road  known  as  the  East  Gaffs- 
town  Road. 

Fifteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  of  the  inclu- 
sion of  its  officers  and  employees  in  the  Employees  Re- 
tirement System  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  which 
system  is  provided  for  by  Chapter  27A  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  163  of  the  Laws  of  1945  and 
provided  by  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1945  and  any  sub- 
sequent amendments  thereto. 

Sixteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  make  a  complete  reappraisal  of 
the  lands  and  buildings  within  the  Town,  to  equalize  val- 
uations in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  to  appropriate 
money  for  this  purpose. 

Seventeenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Eighteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  sur- 
vey made  for  a  complete  sewer  system  in  Pinardville  Dis- 
trict, and  to  get  exact  cost  of  such  a  project.  The  cost  of 
this  survey  (should  not  exceed  Three  Hundred  ($300.00) 
Dollars)  to  be  paid  out  of  the  money  appropriated  for 
sewers  in  this  district.  Survey  to  be  made  before  July  1st, 
1949.    This  is  inserted  by  petition. 
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Nineteenth — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  have  a  survey  made  of  the  whole  Sewer 
layout  for  the  Town  of  Goffstown  by  competent  Sewer 
Engineers  and  to  procure  estimates  of  cost  of  same  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Hundred 
($2500.00)  for  said  survey,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

Twenty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the 
sewer  already  begun  on  Elm  Street  to  the  top  of  the  hill. 
This  is  inserted  by  Petition. 

Twenty-one — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
sewer  on  West  Union  Street  from  the  house  of  L.  R.  Gregg 
to  Main  Street.    This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Twenty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install 
a  Street  light  at  the  corner  of  Brookline  and  Higgins 
Street.    This  is  inserted  by  petition, 

,  Twenty-three — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
Street  Light  at  the  corner  of  Roosevelt  and  Edmond 
Street.    This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Twenty-four — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend 
Street  Lights  from  Elm  Street  along  the  so-called  back 
road  to  the  Junction  of  the  Paige  Hill  Road.  This  is  in- 
serted by  petition. 

Twenty-five — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a 
light  on  Depot  Street  near  the  scales.  This  is  inserted  by 
petition. 

Twenty-six — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  layout 
and  accept  Duclos  Street,  from  College  Road  to  Eden 
Street.     This  is  inserted  by  petition. 
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Twenty-seven — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  layout 
and  accept  Laurel  Street  from  College  Avenue  to  Heald 
Street.     This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Twenty-eight — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  layout 
and  accept  Carr's  Court  so-called. 

Twenty-nine — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  layout 
and  accept  a  road  on  the  Goffstown  Masonic  Building 
Association  land  development  when  a  house  or  houses  are 
built.    This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Thirty — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  layout  and 
accept  a  road  leading  Easterly  off  Mill  Hill  road,  so-called, 
in  Grasmere  Village  to  the  house  of  Conrad  Laverdure,  a 
distance  of  about  500  feet.     This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Thirty-one — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a 
gift  by  deed  from  Morton  S.  and  Eleanor  B.  Whipple  of  a 
piece  of  land  30  feet  wide  extending  westerly  from  High 
Street  in  Goffstown  to  the  Summer  Street  Extension  and 
to  layout  and  accept  street  over  said  land.  Inserted  by 
petition. 

Thirty-two — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue a  piece  of  the  Kennedy  Hill  road,  so-called,  leading 
from  the  Richards  road  near  the  residence  of  Frank  Guer- 
tin  easterly  to  the  Shirley  Hill  Road  near  the  residence 
of  Thomas  Fullum  and  make  the  same  subject  to  gate  and 
bars. 

Thirty-three — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish 
a  sanctuary  for  game  birds,  and  be  it  enacted  by  ordinance 
that  the  precinct  area  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown  be  closed 
to  all  hunting  and  that  the  Chief  of  Police  be  authorized 
to  deputize  the  Officers  and  Directors  of  the  said  Club  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  ordinance  and  that  the  Town

shall  post  said  precinct,  the  ordinance  to  remain  in  effect 
for  two  years.    This  is  inserted  by  petition. 

Thirty -four — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges 
and  all  other  necessary  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year,  including  the  amount  for  Memorial  Day. 

Thirty-five — To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors 
and  Committees  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Thirty-six — To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush 
and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest 
protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly 
equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were 
suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage 
and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

"With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we 
can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let 
us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are 
caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused 
fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists 
who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever 
before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might 
occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  everyone  is  the  greatest 
need, 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  to- 
bacco before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires   and   smokes   to   the   warden   without 

delay. 
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The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go 
far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

REPORT  OF  THE  BARNARD  PLAYGROUND 
TRUSTEES 


Ample  recreational  facilities  are  an  important  part  of 
every  progressive  community.  As  Goffstown  continues 
to  grow,  there  is  an  ever  increasing  need  for  a  well 
equipped  and  properly  supervised  playground.  We  have 
the  potentialities  for  such  an  area  in  Barnard  Playground, 
which  if  properly  developed  will  fill  the  recreational  needs 
of  the  boys  and  girls,  as  well  as  the  adults  of  Goffstown. 

This  past  year  an  asphalt  tennis  court  was  built,  so  that 
this  popular  sport  can  now  be  served  by  two  playing 
surfaces.  Organized  tennis  programs  were  conducted  by 
the  high  school  and  Outing  Club.  The  baseball  and  soft- 
ball  diamonds  were  put  to  active  use  by  the  high  school 
during  their  spring  season,  and  the  Outing  Club  and 
Pinardville  Athletic  Club  during  the  summer  months.  The 
American  Legion  conducted  their  1948  Lawn  Party  at  the 
playground  in  July,  and  the  area  was  used  for  several 
events  during  the  Outing  Club's  1949  Winter  Carnival. 

This  coming  season,  many  repairs  are  urgently  needed. 
Included  in  the  plans  are  the  replacing  of  many  planks  in 
the  grandstand,  re-inforcing  and  shingling  the  entrance 
arch,  enclosing  the  new  tennis  court  with  wire  screening, 
and  grading  portions  of  the  outfield.  A  gate  will  be  in- 
stalled under  the  archway  to  prevent  automobiles  from 
driving  across  the  field,  and  the  play  area  for  younger- 
children  will  be  made  more  usable  by  the  purchasing  of 
new  equipment.

REPORT  OF  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  MEETING 
HELD  MARCH  13TH,  1948 


Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  William  F. 
Parker. 

Voted  to  adjourn  this  meeting  to  the  Goffstown  Town 
Hall  at  2:15  in  the  afternoon  of  March  13,  1948. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  2:15  in  the  P.M..  Warrant 
.was  read  by  Moderator. 

Article,  1.  William  F.  Parker  was  elected  Moderator 
and  took  Oath  of  office. 

Article  2.  Carl  B.  Pattee  was  elected  Clerk  and  took 
Oath  of  office. 

Article  3.  Albert  J.  Lamothe  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  School  Board  for  three  years. 

Article  4.     Marjorie  L.  Corning  was  elected  Treasurer. 

Article  5.  As  all  salaries  are  included  in  the  Budget  it 
was  voted  to  dismiss  this  article. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  officers  as 
printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  Auditors  serve  as 
School  Auditors. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$62,848.00  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district  as  deter- 
mined by  the  School  Board  in  its  annual  report. 
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Article  9.  Voted  to  allow  the  School  Board  to  sell  the 
Shirley  Hill  School  House  property  by  such  means  as  the 
Board  deems  advisable. 

Article  10.  Motion  was  made  that  the  District  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  in  addition  to  the 
amount  provided  at  the  School  District  meetings  of  1946 
and  1947  to  complete  the  construction  of  equipment  of  the 
proposed  addition  to  the  High  School,  and  in  order  to  fur- 
nish such  funds,  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue 
bonds  and  notes,  maturing  not  longer  than  twenty  (20) 
years  from  date  of  issue,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Bond  Act,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws 
1942,  Chapter  72. 

After  some  discussion  on  the  article,  motion  was  made 
that  the  article  be  tabled.  Paper  ballot  was  taken,  184 
voting  No,  131  voting  Yes.    The  motion  was  lost. 

The  original  article  was  now  voted  on  by  paper  ballot. 
182  voting  Yes,  and  138  voting  No.  As  182  was  less  than 
the  two-thirds  required  by  law,  this  motion  was  lost. 

Motion  was  made  that  we  take  another  vote  on  Article 
10.    Motion  was  lost  due  to  motion  not  being  seconded. 

Article  11.  Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  14.  Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  16.  Motion  was  made  to  adjourn.  This  motion 
was  withdrawn.  Motion  was  made  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  make  a  study  of  our  education  system  and 
report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting.     Not  seconded. 
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Voted  that  a  committee  of  six  members  to  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,  namely,  William  Eaton, 
Albert  Lamothe  and  Ruth  Luscombe,  and  three  citizens, 
namely,  Wilfred  Perrault,  Harry  S.  Parker  and  Dallas 
Prugh  and  a  seventh  member  of  said  committee  to  be  elected 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  preceding  six  members,  said 
seventh  member  not  to  be  a  resident  of  Goffstown,  be  ap- 
pointed; and  said  committee  be  directed  to  investigate  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  building  facilities  for  schools  in 
the  Town  of  Goffstown,  for  the  present  and  the  future;  in- 
vestigate and  examine  all  proposed  plans  for  the  same; 
draft  a  report  analyzing  the  needs  and  requirements  of 
school  buildings  in  Goffstown  and  all  proposed  plans  and 
any  plans  hereafter  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee; analyze  the  cost  of  the  prospective  programs  and 
publish  said  report  by  posting  a  copy  thereof  at  the  Town 
Hall  at  least  five  days  before  April  17th,  1948,  and  that 
this  meeting  be  adjourned  to  a  meeting  to  be  held  April 
17th,  1948  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Goffstown 
Town  Hall. 

As  this  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  the  meeting  stood 
adjourned  until  April  17th,  1948  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.

Chairman  Harry  S.  Parker  now  gave  a  report  for  the 
Committee  including  their  recommendations.  He  also 
moved  that  we  reconsider  Article  10  and  put  Article  10  to 
another  vote.  Mr.  Parker  withdrew  his  motion  to  give 
preference  to  the  following  motion  presented  by  Mr.  A.  K.

Motion  that  the  report  of  the  joint  Committee  be  ac- 
cepted and  placed  on  file,  that  the  Committee  be  dismissed 
and  that  we  show  our  appreciation  for  their  labors  by  giv- 
ing them  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.     Vote  in  the  affirmative. 

"Mr.  Parker's  motion  was  then  presented,  acted  upon  and 
the  vote  was  in  the  affirmative.  Ballot  was  by  Yes  and  No 
written  Ballot.  Total  votes  cast  371.  Yes  250  No.  121, 
and  Article  10  was  taken  from  the  table  to  be  reconsidered. 

Mr.  Tribble  spoke  regarding  this  Article  and  explained 
that  due  to  legal  technicalities  as  to  Bond  Issues,  he  would 
present  three  motions  for  consideration,  which  if  acted 
favorable  on,  would  clear  up  any  articles  acted  upon  at  any 
future  meetings  that  possibly  did  not  conform  to  the  law 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Bond  Act,  New  Hampshire  Revised  Laws  1942,  Chap- 
ter 72. 

Motion  1 .  I  move  that  the  District  borrow  by  thev  issu- 
ance of  serial  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
72    of   the   New   Hampshire   Revised   Laws   of    1942,    as 
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amended,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Four 
Thousand  Dollars  ($174,000.00),  said  sum  to  include  the 
sum  of  $84,000.00  which  was  voted  at  the  Annual  School 
Meeting  of  1946,  and  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  voted  at  the 
Annual  School  Meeting  of  1947,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  an  addition  to  the  present  High 
School,  and  that  the  School  Board  be  authorized  to  deter- 
mine the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  rate  of  interest  on 
such  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  law. 

Vote  was  taken  by  written  ballot. 

Total  votes  cast     383.     Yes  284     No  99. 

284  being  more  than  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  total  votes 
cast,  the  vote  was  declared  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  2.  I  move  that  the  District  appropriate  the  sum 
of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-Four  Thousand  Dollars 
($174,000.00),  said  sum  to  include  the  $84,000.00  which 
was  voted  at  the  Annual  School  Meeting  of  1946,  and  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  voted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1947, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  an  addition 
to  the  present  High  School,  to  be  expended  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  School  Board. 

Vote  was  taken  by  written  ballot. 

Total  votes  cast  357.     Yes  246     No  111. 

246  being  more  than  a  two-thirds  of  the  total  ballots 
cast  the  vote  was  declared  in  the  affirmative. 

•Motion  3.  Resolved  that  the  School  Board  be  author- 
ized to  proceed  with  the  construction  and  equipment  of  an 
addition  to  the  present  High  School  and  that  such  authority 
include  powers  to  approve  plans,  elect  materials  and  equip- 
ment, and  enter  into  all  contracts  necessary  or  incidental 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  of  this  resolution. 

Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 
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A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mr.  Lewis  Foote, 
Supt.  of  Schools,  for  his  time  and  work  given  the  Com- 
mittee during  their  investigating  and  hearings. 

There  being  no  further  business  it  was  voted  the  meeting 
adjourn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
the  Goffstown  Schools. 

Enrollment 

The  school  year  1948-49  opened  with  an  increase  of 
approximately  10%  over  the  total  enrollment  figures  for 
the  previous  year.  The  increase  necessitated  the  operation 
of  an  additional  room  in  the  village,  making  a  total  of 
five  rooms  covering  grades  1  through  6.  Grades  1,  2,  and 
6  were  operated  as  units  and  grades  3,  4  and  5  set  up  as 
two  groups.  The  pre-school  census  figures  of  October  1948 
would  indicate  that  five  rooms  covering  six  grades  would 
handle  the  number  of  pupils  anticipated  next  fall. 

At  the  Grasmere  School  the  enrollment  also  increased 
about  10%,  giving  us  a  total  of  91  youngsters  in  the  three 
rooms.  At  the  present  time,  due  to  the  arrangement  of 
rooms,  Grasmere  School  is  operating  at  capacity  and  any 
further  increase  will  call  for  certain  adjustments. 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  number  of 
pupils  at  the  Bartlett  School,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the 
High  School  enrollment. 

Teaching  Staff 

The  additional  elementary  room  mentioned  above 
necessitated  another  teacher,  and  Ethel  T.  Vittum,  a  critic 
teacher  at  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  was  secured  for  the 
position.  There  were  no  other  changes  or  additions  to  the 
elementary  staff. 
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The  high  school  staff  required  three  replacements. 
Ralph  Worthington  (Social  Studies),  Phyllis  Yeaton 
(Commerce),  and  Thelma  Batchelder  (Home  Economics) 
resigned  as  of  June  1948.  Henry  Vittum  (a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Teachers  College),  Phyllis  Plumpton  (who  had 
previously  taught  at  Green  Mountain  Junior  College)  and 
Alberta  Johnson  (a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College 
and  with  previous  experience  at  Weare)  were  engaged  to 
fill  the  vacancies. 

Building  Project 

As  a  matter  of  record,  I  should  like  to  review  the  action 
taken  at  the  annual  school  meeting  of  1948,  and  also  to 
submit  a  progress  report  as  to  the  developments  since 
that  meeting. 

The  annual  school  meeting,  as  the  result  of  the  report 
of  a  committee  elected  to  investigate  the  recommendations 
of  the  school  board,  voted  to  proceed  with  an  addition  to 
the  high  school  building.  The  district  further  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  through  the  sale  of  bonds,  the  sum 
of  $174,000.  Bonds  were  sold  as  a  result  of  sealed,  solicit- 
ed bids,  several  of  which  were  received,  and  the  bonds 
awarded  to  the  highest  bidder  at  the  rate  of  2.25%  interest 
and  dated  May  1,  1948. 

The  contract  (dated  May  1,  1948)  for  the  construction 
of  the  addition  was  awarded  to  the  Leon  Keyser  Company 
of  Manchester  for  $158,497  covering  the  addition,  followed 
by  a  second  contract  for  $10,226  on  alterations  to  the 
wing  of  the  original  building  and  construction  of  the  toilet 
section,  both  contracts  amounting  to  $168,723.  To  date, 
certain  change  orders  totalling  $4,463  have  been  approved 
by  the  school  board.  (Elsewhere  in  this  report  is  listed 
the  payments  to  date  on  the  entire  project, — alterations 
and  addition). 

Prior  to  the  regular  district  meeting,  bids  from  several 
contractors  were  received,  such  bids  having  been  subject 
to  acceptance  before  March  30.     During  the  period  prior 
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to  the  April  17th  meeting,  several  of  the  sub-bids  were 
withdrawn  and  the  projects  involved  refigured.  The  total 
cost  was,  therefore,  slightly  higher  than  anticipated  at  the 
earlier  date.  Various  sources  of  unexpected  income  plus  the 
income  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  is  expected  to  carry 
the  entire  cost  of  construction  and  require  no  further  ap- 
propriation of  funds  by  the  district. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  addition  on  April  28,  1948, 
ome  ten  days  following  approval  by  the  district  at  the 
April  17th  meeting.  The  School  Board  was  immediately 
faced  with  the  disposition  of  the  house  on  Parker  Street. 
Attempts  were  made  to  sell  the  property  and  to  have  the 
new  owner  move  the  building,  and  bids  were  also  solicited 
to  dismantle  said  building.  After  due  consideration,  the 
board  decided  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  on  Spring  Street 
and  have  the  house  moved  to  the  new  location,  the  entire 
operation  costing  $3,700.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
that  even  though  considerable  cost  was  involved,  the  value 
of  the  relocated  house  exceeded  by  several  thousand  dol- 
lars the  revenue  obtainable  by  any  other  plan.  Since  it 
was  the  feeling  of  the  board,  as  well  as  of  other  persons 
consulted,  that  such  a  plan  was  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
district,  the  moving  of  the  house  was  undertaken. 

The  actual  construction  of  the  high  school  addition  has 
proceeded  on  schedule  with  one  exception.  Late  in  July, 
1948  the  board  was  informed  that  the  30"  I-beams  called 
for  in  the  specifications  would  not  be  delivered  before 
December  30,  and  actual  delivery  could  not  be  determined 
or  guaranteed.  The  board  felt  that  every  effort  should  be 
made  to  close  in  the  building  before  the  winter  months, 
and  agreed  to  have  trusses  substituted  for  the  I-beams. 
The  designing  and  fabrication  of  the  trusses  retarded 
phases  of  the  project  for  approximately  two  months. 

At  the  present  writing  the  major  part  of  the  construc- 
tion has  been  completed  and  the  project  is  now  in  its  final 
stages.  Partial  use  of  the  auditorium  was  granted  by  the 
contractor  in  the  middle  of  January,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
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complete  occupancy  can  be  realized  late  in  February,  at 
which  time  we  hope  to  have  all  grades  and  classes  now 
being  provided  for  in  the  White  Building  accommodated 
in  the  new  addition. 

In  Conclusion 

Although  the  high  school  addition  is  virtually  com- 
pleted, there  remain  problems  of  adaptation,  in  order  that 
we  may  utilize  our  facilities  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
school  and  community.  A  school  lunch  program  and 
physical  education — health  activities  are  two  aspects  which 
should  be  operative  during  the  coming  school  year. 

Many  of  us  are  concerned  with  the  lack  of  out-of-school 
activities  for  our  young  people.  Communities  such  as 
ours  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  providing  a  well- 
planned  and  adequately  directed  youth  program.  Al- 
though several  types  of  programs  are  possible,  the  success 
of  any  such  program  is  dependent  upon  the  leadership. 
To  meet  a  problem  such  as  ours,  it  is  conceivable  that  a 
properly  qualified  person  should  be  employed  by  the 
school  district  to  organize  and  direct  an  activity  program 
during  the  hours  when  the  schools  are  not  in  session,  as 
well  as  during  the  vacation  periods. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
all  of  you  who  have  manifested  a  constructive  interest  in 
the  problems  of  our  school  and  community.  Although 
we  may  not  all  share  the  same  opinions  as  to  the  best 
methods  to  accomplish  our  ends,  we  should  all  continue 
to  critically  analyze  together  the  needs  of  the  youngsters 
of  our  community,  and  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  provide 
for  those  needs.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Uncorrected  physical  defects  or  conditions  affecting  a 
child's  health  may  be  responsible  for  his  failure  to  make 
expected  progress  in  his  school  work.  As  the  school  is 
vitally  interested  in  the  health  of  your  child,  we  endeavor 
at  the  time  of  the  fall  examination  to  notify  you  of  any 
defects  noted  which  appear  to  require  further  attention 
and  recommend  that  you  consult  your  family  physician 
or  dentist  for  a  more  complete  examination  and  advice. 

Frequent  use  of  the  Manchester  clinics  affords  an  op- 
portunity for  early  diagnosis,  treatment,  and  correction. 
Nearly  every  pupil  in  this  union  has  had  the  Patch  test. 
Children  showing  a  postive  reaction  are  referred  to  the 
tubercular  clinic  in  Manchester  for  special  chest  examina- 
tion and  chest  X-rays.  Many  first  graders,  before  enter- 
ing school  in  the  fall,  have  been  immunzed  against  diph- 
theria, "whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

Periodic  examinations  of  the  eyes  and  correction  of  de- 
fects should,  and  do  receive  special  consideration.  This 
test  is  given  with  the  aid  of  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test 
recently  purchased  by  the  Supervisory  Union. 

Second  only  in  importance  to  sight,  hearing  is  vital  to 
our  safety,  happiness  and  success  in  life.  The  person  with 
ears  that-  do  not  hear  is  dreadfully  handicapped.  Tests 
were  given  last  spring  with  the  new  Maico  audiometer  also 
purchased  by  the  Supervisory  Union.  This  instrument 
determines  the  hearing  efficiency  of  each  pupil  and  will 
be  given  annually.  Both  of  these  instruments  are  elec- 
trically operated. 

About  450  pupils  were  examined  in  the  fall  of  1947,  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  by  the  school  physician,  Dr. 
Reiner.  The  following  report  shows  the  number  of  chil- 
dren affected  and  the  number  of  defects  corrected: 
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Defective  vision         45  defects  corrected         38 

Defective  teeth         260  defects  corrected       140 

Diseased  tonsils  28  defects  corrected         12 

There  were  nine  appendectomy  cases  and  two  pneu- 
monia cases. 

Two  children  had  chest  X-rays  at  the  tubercular  clinic. 

One  child  had  a  fractured  leg. 

Two  were  under  treatment  at  the  Children's  Hospital 
in  Boston. 

One  child  was  examined  at  the  Hanover  Eye  Clinic. 

Fifty-eight  children  had  the  Patch  test  during  the  school 
year.
